For the present no plague 
serum is to be prepared in Berlin. 

Professor Benda exhibited microscopic preparations obtained from 
a plague patient who died in Odessa. 

The president of the medical society, Professor Bergmann, also 
called attention to the unfortunate incidents which occurred during 
the removal of Dr. Sachs to the hospital. 

The further discussion of the subject was postponed until the next 
meeting of the societv.
